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GARNISHMENT
As a rule, the word "gar­ 

nish" means to decorate or 
dress. But in law "garnish" 
has a special meaning.

In England as late as 1809 
you paid your bills, or went, 
to debtors' prison, as Charles 
Dickens described In his no­ 
vels. Today, when all of us 
buy on credit we no longer 
go to debtors' prison if we 
dont' pay. Instead, the law has 
other ways of collecting debts. 

One of these is to garnish 
any money the debtor has 
coming from some one else - 
»uch as money in the bank, 
or wages due. 

If Smith owes you and
" doesn't pay. you can sue 

Smith. If you think Smith will 
not pay even after you get 
judgment, you can garnish his 
wages when you start ihe suit. 
You ran do this by serving a 
writ, of attachment on his em­ 
ployer. In this the court, orders

. his employer not to pay Smith 
any wages, hut to pay them 
to the sheriff Instead. The 
Sheriff then holds the funds 
until the final outcome of the 
suit.

Smith's wages by serving his 
employer with a writ of exe­ 
cution. Then, when the employ­ 
er pays the sheriff, the sher­ 
iff pays you the money.

But what if Smith' has a 
wife and children and needs 
his wages to support them? 
Under California law Smith's

he needs them lo support his 
family unless Ihe debt is tor 
necessities of life like food,

Plant Dispersal Not 
Necessary   Chamber

Dispersal of Southern Calif­ 
ornia's aircraft industry, as 
suggested by Air Force Secre­ 
tary Harold'J. Talbott. would 
greatly weaken American de­ 
fenses against an enemy at­ 
tack, the Chainer of Commerce 
warned last week.

The Chamber released stalls- 
tlcal data and maps to refute 
the Secretary's claim that too 
much of the nation's military 
plane and missile manufactur­ 
ing is concentrated here and 
that the area's economy Is 
overly dependent on the. air­ 
craft, industry.

"We do not question Tal- 
holt's honest concern with na­ 
tional defense hut we do chal­ 
lenge his dictating where de­ 
fense plants should he estab­ 
lished." the Chamber said.

In examining the "dispersal 
theory" advanced by the Air 
Force's top civilian, the Cham­ 
ber found:

"Competent authority ad­ 
mits that. In the light of pre- 
sent devastating forces which 
would he put lo use in an all- 
out enemy attack, dispersal 
as such would he an Inade­ 
quate defense.

"They point out that the 
best defensive posture is to 
have a strong productive ac­ 
tivity now huilding military 
planes and missiles since the 
next war will he a very short­ 
lived affair."

As for the aircraft Industry 
dominating the local economy, 
the Chamber declared:

"In March, aircraft plants 
and parts suppliers employed 
184.100 of the 2.178..WI job 
holders in this area. Thai's's.5 
per rent of Ihe total employ- 
mem, while 18 per cenl of De­ 
troit's jobs are In automobiles, 
17 per rent of Pittsburgh's are 
in steel, and 11 per cent of 
Rochester's are in scientific

Carl P. Miller. Chamber 
president, said It would take 
years and most millions of dol­

lars to recreate elsewhere m 
the country the aircraft i n . 
dnstry and test renters di»vcl- 
opc-d In the last 35 years | n 
Southern California.

"The nation's air strength 

depends upon the creative co­ 
operation of the research and 
development groups In our ma­ 
jor airframe plants, harked hv 
suitable facilities for testing 
and experiment, and the cen­ 
ter of this 'know-how 1 is Los 
Angeles," he declared.

"The throttling of plane and 
missile progress here would 
rapidly lead to isolation of 
efficient research teams, scat­ 
tering of highly trained tech­ 
nicians, and obsolescence of 
vital test facilities."

Miller produced a map. on 
which an outllnp of Southern 
California was supprimposed 
upon thrpp large Eastern in­ 
dustrial regions, to show this 
area is more widely dispersed 
than most olhpr parts of the 
country.
